‘To drive up to a beautiful Iris garden in the early morn- 
ing, when the dewy blooms are radiant with the first kiss 
of the sun, sets the heart a tingling with anticipation. ‘There 
is a hallowed freshness about an Iris garden at this hour 
that reminds one of the first morning of creation. To ac- 
cept the invitation of all that beckoning color is to walk 
through a place enchanted. 


It has been said that ever since man was driven from 
Eden he has been busy trying to create a perfect environ- 
ment in which to live, and certainly that is true of every 
home owner; for what is a home without its natural comple- 
ment, a garden? 


In the past decade about ten million new homes have 
been erected in America. For quick color, most of our new 
home owners have been depending on annuals. But now 
the time has come to graduate to the noble perennials, 
among which Iris are pre-eminent for landscape beauty. 


Unlike some other landscape flowers, Iris are not only 
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beautiful from afar but even more beautiful close up. In- 
deed, in frosty sheen and luminosity of petal, in subtle ir- 
idescence of coloring, in classic grace of form and nobility 
of carriage, Iris are in a class by themselves. 


Our two colorful garden scenes, illustrating the land- 
scape value of Iris, afford an interesting contrast: The one 
at the right reveals a glimpse of the garden of Stedman 
Buttrick near Concord, Mass., comprising many acres and 
widely known as one of America’s loveliest gardens. The 
one at the left shows a corner of the garden of a modest 
city-lot homestead near Salem, Oregon. In both cases Iris 
have transformed a more or less commonplace area into a 
panorama of glorious color. Whatever the scope of your 
gardening operations, depend on the magic of Iris to add 
glamour to the setting of your home, to create for you and 
your family your own private “garden of Eden.” 


Whether you plant your Iris in your flower border, along 
your driveway or lot line, or set colorful clumps among low- 
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growing shrubs, you will find Iris among the least demand 
ing and most rewarding of flowers. In what seems like no 
time at all a single rhizome becomes a breath-taking clump. 
Nor need an Iris planting be without summer color, since 
low-growing annuals such as dwarf Petunias can readily be 
interplanted. 


“The true worth of any possession should be measured, 


not in terms of money, but in terms of the pleasure and 
satisfaction which its ownership brings,” wrote a practical 
philosopher. What a high value, therefore, one must place 
on a beautiful garden! To round out the pleasure you and 
your family derive from gardening, be sure to plant some 
beautiful modern Iris—the crowning glory of springtime— 


among your other flowers. 
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Where Art 


“Nature I loved, and, next to Nature, Art,” wrote the 
poet, Walter Savage Landor, voicing a sentiment which 
must echo in the hearts of flower lovers everywhere. 


Though akin in spirit, Nature and Art are psysically 
ordinarily entirely separate realms. Only in the fields of 
landscaping and flower arrangement do Nature and Art 
overlap, due to the use of living materials by the land- 
scape artist and the flower arranger. Doubly thrilling, 
therefore, to lovers of beauty are these two realms—land- 
scaping and flower arrangement—where Art and Nature 
meet. And, interestingly enough, Iris are a topmost choice 
of creators of beautiful home landscapes and garden vistas, 
as well as flower arrangers who find in Iris an arrange- 
ment subject at once spectacular and ethereal. 


Left .. . Like a series of pizzicato notes on a violin is this 
vibrant crescent of Dancing Tiger upswept from a 
pillow vase. Note that Mr. Starker has used three 
types of foliage, one of his favorite devices. As usual, 
the andromeda foliage at the lower left produces a 
coruscating effect, while stretch, lightness and strong 
ascending movement are suggested by the thin, twiggy, 
perpendicular feel of the branch used at the top. 
Observe that the extremely limited number of flowers 
creates an effect of classic simplicity. Carl Starker’s 
arrangements never look studied. They always seem to 
have that “just happened” look. Working in a happy 
mood, having fun in doing the arranging seems to 
produce this effect. 


Below ... White-margined hosta fold back crisply to reveal 
an unassuming arrangement of frosty rose-pink Pink 
Plume with assorted alliums. Utilizing the beauty of 
buds and half-opened blooms is one of the secrets of 
successful flower arrangement. Pink Plume has proved 
an exceptional arrangement Iris. Its true color is better 

revealed on page 50.

Perhaps you feel that flower arrangement is beyond 
your skill. But try it! You will be surprised to find that 
Iris arrange with unusual ease. Follow these principles 
exemplified by the famous arrangement artist, Carl Stark- 
er, whose “living pictures” are reproduced throughout 
this catalog: Start with a vase whose interesting form 
makes your fingers itch to see what they can do. (It will 
be easier for you if it is a low one). Let the form of the 
vase suggest the sweep of the arrangement and perhaps 
even its color. See the finished product in your mind’s 
eye before you start. Use as few flowers as possible. Keep 
the center of interest low. (You'll need one or two very 
short stems). Get a feeling of ascending movement by 
terminating your arrangement with buds or a bud. Utilize 
foliage in variety, smaller flowers, and even voids for con- 
trast. Unify vase and arrangement by breaking the edge 
of the vase with petals or foliage. Experiment! You'll 
probably discover a knack you didn’t know you had! 
Homes all over America are being beautified today by 
charming amateur arrangements. It’s really loads of fun 
to make them! 


The glowing deep violet of Black Mischief 
finds a snowy foil in Sarah Lee Shields in this 
simple equilateral arrangement. Ribbon grass 
and hosta marginata echo the white Iris, 
while the near-black falls of Black Mischief 
tie into the ebony base. 


Left—A symphony of warm brown-amber 
and straw tones combined with the crisp 
delicacy of the pale Azalea occidentalis. Dry 
contorted palm fronds combine effectively 
with the rust tones of Russet Wings Iris and 
the rose toned Iris picks up the pink cast of 
the Azalea.

Nature has a happy way of rewarding those who “obey that 
impulse” and order their Iris now. Single rhizomes become 
glorious clumps in a year or two, lavish drifts of color a little 
later. An investment in Iris beauty can generally be counted 
on to increase about fourfold each year. When these gorgeous, 
aristocratic color gems add their glamour to your garden, you'll 
wish you had got started with them a year or two earlier! 


But Iris not only give generous dividends in beauty, they 
give equally important dividends in health. The fresh air, re- 
laxation, and gentle exercise of gardening, plus the stimulus 
of esthetic pleasure, give one both a mental and physical lift— 
so much so that it has been said that gardening is not only the 
most rewarding of all hobbies, but the least expensive, since 
it gives returns in health that more than pay for its cost.

Collection on page 57 and our Classics Collection on pages 30 
and 31 contain some very wonderful varieties that have only 
recently come down in price to where they can be included in 
these offers. Nowhere else in the world can one get so much 
beauty for $3.00 or $5.00 as in one of these superb starter col- 
lections.
